WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
and Changes. 


Market Reports. 
Outlook. 


Increased activity in both inquiries and sales, a continued 
effort on the part of buyers to shade the market prices, reports 
of sales of standards as low as 62%c., and counter reports of 
orders turned down at 67%4c., these constitute the present con- 
dition of the canned tomato market in this immediate section. 
Of course there is a continuation of the bad reports coming from 
séctions that usually yield heavily on tomatoes, and these reports 
are easily confirmed; there are also reports from other sections 
that the yield is all that could be desired, and some sections find 
the growers complaining that they cannot get their crates back 
from the factories in time to harvest their crops, so loaded up 
are the factories with tomatoes. There is the situation on 
tomatoes: poor crops and good crops; full packs and only from 
40% to 50% of a full pack; sales at ridiculously low prices, 
below the cost of production, and goods strongly held for a price 
above 7oc., and everyone of the claims is based upon truth—is 
true; so take your choice and form your own opinion 

We have driven over a considerable portion of the heavy 
tomato growing region, and we can truthfully say that in any 
one locality all these conditions can be found. In a drive of ten 
miles, along one road, fields of tomatoes could be seen where 
the plants looked splendid, were loaded down with ripe and green 
tomatoes, and gave every promise of continued good yields. 
Sandwitched in between these good fields were others where the 
plants were dwarfed, where one or two pickings had robbed the 
plants of all their fruit, and from which no more returns were 
possible. How can one form an accurate idea of conditions 
under such circumstances ? 

The rain of last week undoubtedly did an immense amount 
of good all through this section, and yesterday we had quite a 
good rain, which should continue the good work. The results 
of these rains, or rather the earlier rain were that crops came 
rushing into the factories and they have been glutted this week. 
There is little doubt but that the past week and up to the present 
writing has seen the crest of tomato canning for the season of 
1909. There is little doubt that if the frost holds off, and we 
continue to have these occasional rains, and not too hot sunshine,

tomatoes will continue to come to the factories for ten days to 
two weeks yet; but they will not be in large quantities and the 
fruit will be smaller and of poorer quality. The best of the sea- 
son has passed as you read this. There is another consideration, 
in connection with this, and that is that the style of weather we 
have been having this week has had all the ear-marks of Fall 
and early frosts. The mornings have opened up foggy and 
chilly, showing the change nature is undergoing, and the rain 
of yesterday was areal fall rain, although the day was rather 
warm. All indications point to a sudden ending of tomato can- 
ning, and that it will not last the two weeks some expect. But 
who can tell? In the meantime a normal pack has not as yet 
been made; that much is certain, and just why canners are 
forcing their goods upon the market, and accepting less than 
67%c. for them, is hard to explain, except in one way—they 
need the money. 

Some canners have complained that the tomatoes this season 
have been against fine packing, because even when the cans were 
filled to the top with tomatoes, and no water or juice added, they 
cut out watery. That the meat was not solid and could not be 
made to hold up well. 

All have recognized for some time that corn has been beyond 
recovery, and though the packing of it has not quite ceased, it 
is practically over in most sections of the East. In many sec- 
tions we found field corn all cut and shocked, while sweet corn 
was being canned. This is rather an unusual condition. The 
pack is short, and very considerably short, but the actual figures 
cannot as yet be accurately gotten at. While the West has been 
suffering from a damaged tomato crop, and is therefere somewhat 
dependent upon the East for its supplies, it has returned the 
favor in its corn crop, and has produced quite a good-sized crop 
and pack. And what is equally to the point, if not more im- 
portant, the quality of the corn is very good. This week’s 
figures on our market pages show an advance in No. 2 shoepeg 
corn, 70c. replacing the former quotation of 674%4c. Extra shoe- 
- peg has gone up to 72%c., for Harford County, where this style 
of corn is packed, was hard hit this season in its corn crop. 


Apples are also experiencing a-slight boom, which is owing 
to the poor condition of the apple crop. The great Shenandoah 
Valley which grows the famous pippins so much thought of in 
Europe that all of them go there, has furnished some very inter- 
esting bits of news regarding the sale of its crops. Whole or- 
chards sold at from $3.60 to $4.00 per barrel, netting the owners 
small fortunes running from $15,000 to $30,000. But it is a 
noticeable thing that all such sales were accompanied by the 
explanation that the ‘‘crops had been thoroughly sprayed.’’ 
The inference is that the fruit was of very finequality. But the 
apple crop in general is not good, and because of this known fact 
the canned article is advancing. No. 2 are now quoted here at 
soc, and No. 10 at $1.90 to $2.00. Wetrust however that the 
memory of a former plunge in apples is still fresh in all canners’ 
minds. 


The can makers have been put to their wits’ ends to supply 
the demand for cans, not because the pack is so much beyond 
expectations, that the can makers were caught unawares; but 
because canners would not order until the crops were coming to 
their factories. This is a hardship upon the can makers, and it 


seems but right that they should charge an advance price upon 


all cans bought under such conditions. The year is without an 
equal in this respect, so many canners have held off ordering 
their supplies, or at least their full supplies, until the season was 
upon them; and the wonder is that the can makers have been 
able to take as good care of them as they have. Early and late 
the can makers have toiled to furnish their patrons, and long 
lines of canners’ wagons have waited at all factories to secure 
supplies of the needed cans. 


There is nothing important to relate in regard to canners’ 
metals in general. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, September 15, 1909. 


Warm Weather.—The weather this week is warm, very 
warm and sultry, and trade is greatly deferred accordingly. 


Prunes Booming.—The price on dried prunes on the 
Coast is jumping from Yc. to %c. a pound daily now. This 
has an important bearing on the canned goods business, although 
the unthinking do not know it. 


It'is quite probable that the cheap dried prune when very 
cheap displaces and disjoints more canned goods business than 
any other influence, and when it gets a hustle on itself and 
begins to crowd up into the higher prices canned goods begin 
to ‘‘perk up.’”’ 

The dried prune fills in, in place of both canned vegetables 
and canned fruit, and is a good substitute for either. In fact it 
is a fruit of fine merit and wholesomeness, and to those who are 
not prejudiced againt it it is fine of flavor. 

It has more friends than any article used, for side dishes, 
and is a dangerous competitor for canned goods. 

The Undertow.— When a weak swimmer ventures into the 
surf his chief danger comes from the undertow, by which is 
meant the receding force of the waiers as they roll upon the 
beach and flow swiftly back below the surface of the incoming 
waves, 

There is an undertow in the canned goods market which is 
plainly to be felt by those who swim in it every day, and it is 
forcing and pulling back into deep water every effort and ten- 
dency which influences a condition of continued cheapness and 
demoralization.

The purchasing power of the people engaged in manufac- 
turing is being gradually restored, and as prices in canned foods 
all along the line, fish, fruits, vegetables and meats are exceed- 
ingly lew, as cheap on the average as has ever been known, the 
undertow is going to sustain the market and keep prices gradu- 
ally advancing throughout the season. 

After all it is not the pessimists complaint that is affecting 
the canned goods market, namely, over production, but it is the 
optimists’ prescription that is needed, and he has diagnosed the 
complaint as under-consumption. 

If ever an industry needed the earnest, honest enthusiastic 
co-operation of all those engaged in it, that industry is the 
manufacturing of canned foods, and the time is now. 

Every man should do his duty—his full duty—and more, 
he should influence others to do their duty; cleanliness, quality, 
honest quantity and a loyalty in defending the reputation of 
canned goods for wholesomeness and merit are all needed, and 
if this ‘‘esprit du corps’’ can be established among canners there 
will be such an uplift of the business that none will ever dare to 
pronounce in public the word ‘‘overproduction’”’ again. 

Lets quit trying to pull the business down through mean 
poor qualities, and the hammering down of prices and push the 
rivalry in the direction of fine qualities and higher prices. 

A Goose Killer.—The goose that laid golden eggs was 
killed by its greedy owner, more quickly to get at the supply, 
and then the supply ceased forever. 


One of the most vicious causes of decrease of consumption _ 


is the deception and fraud that is practiced upon consumers by 
some of the cheap relabelers and private brand proprietors. 
They in their greed thrust upon dealers, and through them 
upon consumers common qualities at the price of fine qualities, 
and thus kill the demand for canned foods and excite animosity 
and prejudice against the industry. 


Canned Corn.—The market is quiet but strong, packers 
are now coming into the market having found that they are 
oversold and that the output is going to be below anticipation. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Indiana is holding for high prices. 
New goods are now appearing in the market but being of early 
pack the color is poor and the flavor undesirable. 

Canned Peas.—Nothing new to report. 

Canned Blueberries.—The shortages are bobbing up all 
around. Loggie & Co., the great blueberry packers advised 
the trade today that they would be compelled to prorate their 
pack. 

Maine Corn.—A rumor was along the street today that the 
delivery of fancy Maine corn on contracts would not exceed fifty 
per cent. 


American Sardines.—A rumor was on the street this 
week that prices on keyless 1s in oil had advanced 20¢ a case, 
and such was the case with some of the smaller packers who had 
been selling as low as $1.80 and $1.85 a case, for the line was 
solid to day at $2.00 Eastport. 

‘“WRANGLER.”’ 


The Freeman Foundry & Machine Co., of Seymour, Mo., 
have sent us a clipping from one of the local papers, which gives 
an account of the canning business in the County of Webster, 
that State. It says 46,960,106 pounds of canned vegetables 
were shipped by the producing counties of the State in 1908. 
Webster county claims a very large portion of this. 


A report from Rockford, Ill., says the prices of canned 
goods, especially fruits, will be lower and nothing higher this 
year. If that man happens to run up against a tomato packer 
he had better ‘‘beat it.’’

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, September 15.—Canned goods have been more 
active the past week, some of the snap of fall trade showing in 
the demand. But there is still room for much improvement, 
and holders are confident it is coming. Conditions, as a whole, 
are reasonably good, while there is a buoyant feeling that causes 
dealers and others to be certain that something will be done to 
make business improve perceptibly before many days. Crop 
conditions are still too uncertain to permit much manipulation 
until it is understood how the developments may result, but 
aside from these unsatisfactory complications the trade opens the 
autumn season with a good movement and promising prospects 
for future development. It seems to be generally thought that 
there is more or less uncertainty regarding tue actual output of 
some of the leading varieties, and while this is somewhat unset- 
tling to the trade it is insufficient to make any material differ- 
ence. Theholiday season is ended and dealers find that con- 
sumers must have goods. The inference is that retailers are not 
heavily stocked and that consumptive demand will force increased 
buying from wholesalers and packers. 

Tomatoes.—Notwithstanding the reports of heavy buying 
last week, mainly by Western packers, the market has been 
slightly easy this week. The weakening effect seemed to be 
general and was attributed by those who described the situation 
as being due to the surplus of raw stock which has overcrowded 
the canneries of late. The improvement in weather conditions 
has apparently been influential in ripening the growing tomatoes 
and an equally liberal supply is anticipated for the coming week 


at least and possibly longer. Reports from Baltimore have given 
prominence to the Western buying, but in some degree it is 
pointed out that the buying is more general and includes sub- 
stantially all sections of the country in the movement. However 
this may be, the fact remains that buyers in all large centers like 
New York, Philadelphia and other cities of importance are pur- 
suing a very conservative course and are buying ouly so rapidly 
as their necessities compel them to do. The orders evidently 
reflect only the pressing requirements of theday. No provision 
is made for the future. While nothing in full standard 3s is 
offered below 65c regular terms f. 0. b. factory, there are per- 
sistent rumors to the effect that sales have been made as low as 
62%c. On the other side a prominent broker says he has offered 
orders aggregating 30,000 cases to Maryland packers at that 
figure and they were refused. A shade more interest is reported 
in No. tos, but little of the increased buying is being done by 
New York interests. No. 2s are going rather slowly at 47% to 
50c and No. tos are selling at $1.90 to $2.00. For some brands 
$2.00 is quoted as inside, while in others it is possible to buy at 
less. 

Corn.—No material change is reported in the situation, but 
with better weather it is thought that possibly the crop will not 
be as short as has been anticipated. The unseasonably low 
temperatures which have prevailed in some of the producing 
sections, accompanied by frost in a few localities, has had the 
effect of somewhat retarding the growth, though for the past few 
days conditions have improved in that respect. But even though 
the best possible outcome results, the pack in this State and 
Maine will not run much over 50 per cent. of the normal. It may 
fall belowthat, should a killing frost come beforevery long. Offer- 
ings from packers in all sections are light, but demand from this 
quarter, at least, is only for supplies needed for daily distribu- 
tion. Everybody is awaiting the outcome of the pack. 

Peas.—The finer grades are in demand, but the scarcity of 
those most wanted, viz., No. 3s, restricts business and creates a 
bad situation in the market. Cheaper grades are quiet, with 
interest limited to relatively small lots. They are not oveplenti- 
ful, but the light demand is upon about the same basis as 
hitherto reported.

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Spinach.—Southern fall pack is firm with a fair demand 
reported at goc. for No. 3s and $4.00 for No. 10, f. o. b. Southern 
packing points Local demand is restricted to the supplies 
wanted for every day consumption or distribution. 

Beans.—Southern strings are firmer. The Baltimore pack 
of limas is reported the shortest for years and that creates a much 
firmer market here. The quotation of 85c. for No. 2s f. 0. b. 
factory is likely to be advanced as soon as buying increases 
materially. 

Peaches.—Southern pack are sparingly offered, but there is 
a little demand and that is chiefly for pie grades and seconds. 
California pack are not moving very freely, most buying having 
ceased temporarily, at least, and not likely to begin right away. 

Pineapple.—Baltimore pie grades in light syrup are scarce 
and considerable inquiry is noted for it. Sales are reported at 
82%c. to 85c. f.0. b. No 1o pie grated is dull and nominal. 
The nominal quotations are $2.50, but probably less would buy 
on a firm bid. 

Apples.—No. 1os remain scarce and strong, with sales lim- 
ited because of the disinclination of buyers to pay the price or 
holders to offer at lower figures. Conditions favor holders very 
forcibly and the tendency of the market is upward. The crop 
situation does not improve and it looks as though the market 
would be firm and high continuously. 

Sardines.—Domestic grades are still irregular in price, 
though the tendency is upward. Some packers are holding for 
$2.20 f. o. b. for keyless three-quarter oils, but it is still possible 
to buy with considerable freedom at $2.10, and in at least one 
place orders have been accepted as low as $2.00 f. 0. b. Eastport. 
Three-quarter mustards are reported as tending upward. Mail 


advicts from the Maine coast say that the pack is light, and that 
the demand for consumption has left the packers with almost 
nothing with which to fill future orders. 

Salmon.—Spot red Alaska is very firm because of scarcity, 
though no change in price has occurred. Boston reports sales at 
$1.35, which have closely cleaned up the available stock here. 
Sockeyes are entirely out of first hands and jobbers are reluctant 
sellers outside of their regular trade. Medium red is scarce and 
the tendency is upward. Sales for shipment from the Coast 
have been made at $1.05 f.0. b. Pink is unsettled, but without 
quotable change. The tendency is understood to be toward a 
reduction in price, however. HvupDson,

California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. ‘ 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., September 11, 1909. 

Canned salmon continues to occupy the chief attention of 
the trade on the Coast at the present time, and since the open- 
ing of prices about two weeks ago, large quantities of this arti- 
cle have changed hands. While the price for Alaska reds is 
rather high in comparison with Puget Sound sockeyes, there is 
no doubt expressed by any one concerned in the business as to 
the entire pack being speedily taken care of at the figures 
named. Confirmation of orders have been very heavy, and 
some packers have already practically disposed of all their esti- 
mated pack. While some definite information has been received 
from the North in regard to the size of the pack, the figures 
sent down include the cheaper grades of fish, as well as Alaska 
reds, and not until the vessels arrive here will the segregated 
returns be at hand. ‘There has been a call for salmon for imme- 
diate delivery, and the cargo brought down by the Alaska 
Packers’ Association has been distributed already, and it will 
be necessary to store but limited quantities of fishin the local 
warehouses this year. The plan isto unload as many of the 
vessels as possible directly into the freighters that will carry 
supplies to the East and to Europe and thus save expense. 


The simultaneous opening of prices on Alaska reds and 
pink fish, and the pack of the Puget Sound has resulted in 
brokers being very busy, and salmon sales for the first two 
weeks of the season have been in the nature of a record breaker. 
The figures for the pack of sockeye salmon have not been com- 
piled, as yet, but it is certain that it will not greatly exceed 


g00,000 cases, if indeed, it reaches that figure. The arrival of 
red fish in this market has caused prices for spot goods to fall, 
but pink fish are still selling for considerably more than the 
opening rates. Very little of this fish is changing hands, how- 
ever, buyers holding off until it will be possible to secure the 
new pack at the low prices named. It is anticipated that the 
very low prices named for pink fish will result in a greater 
speculative demand than has been the case in the past two years, 
and that before the end of the present year a change in prices 
may be expected. That is the concensus of opinion here. 
When the bark Levi G. Burgess arrived in port Septem- 
ber 1, twenty-two days from Nushagak, with a cargo of canned 
salmon for the Alaska Packers’ Association, she brought the 
news that a number of vessels were ready to start South when 
she left. The Star of Iceland, Star of India, Indiana, W. B. 
Flint and Standard had all completed loading their cargoes and 
were preparing to set sail for this port. The steamer Lehua of 
the Red Salmon Packing Company reached port this week and. 
brought the news that the ship Chas. E. Moody sailed August 15, 
the Isaac Reed and the James Nesbit, August 14, and the B. P. 
Cheney, August 19. On August 22 the Sintram was towed to 
sea. By the first of September all the vessels in the northern 
waters connected with the salmon canning industry were to have 
sailed, and all should reach their destination before the end of 
the month. Almost all of the vessels are bringing canned fish, 
though some will bring machinery and cannery hands. The 
Alaska Packers’ Association, while it maintains extensive repair 
shops in the North, brings back considerable canning machinery 
each season for the purpose of overhauling in the local shops. 
F. A. Daley, superintendent of the Portland Alaska Packers’ 
Association’s cannery at Nushagak, has returned to Seattle on 
the steamer North King. On August 23, the steamer towed 
the ship Berlin into tne stream, and that vessel will bring down 
the pack for the season. Mr. Daley reported that while the run

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of fish this season was not to be regarded as being a very large 
one, his firm put up 57,000 cases, or 10,000 cases in excess of 
the Chinese contract. In fact, he says that with the excepiton 
of the Alaska Packers’ Association, all the firms operating in 
that district exceeded their Chinese contracts. Early in the 
season the weather was very unfavorable and eight men were 
lost, two of whom were in the employ of the Portland-Alaska 
Packers’ Association. 

The bark Guy C. Goss, of the Northwestern Fisheries Co., 
has returned to Seattle from Bristol Bay, Alaska, with the sea- 
son’s pack and the Chinese employes. 

Early in September Clam and Crab day will be a feature 
of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Exposition at Seattle, and a num- 
ber of packing firms engaged in business in Oregon and Wash- 
ington have joined to make the day a memorable one. Clams 
of both the Razir and Gray’s Harbor varieties will be served 
free, and visitors will be given information regarding the canned 
articles. G. P. Hafferty, a pioneer packer of Gray’s Harbor 
clams, has agreed to furnish the clams, and others have con- 
sented to send all the crabs that will be needed. 

The packing of California fruits is rapidly coming to aclose, 
and some canneries have already ceased operations. A hot 
wave swept through the interior valleys of the State a week ago 
and brought fruit into the canneries in rapid style, and much of 
it now is to too ripe for canning purposes. The demand for 
canned fruits has been keeping up in a manner that has been 
rather surprising, and it is not possible at the present time to 
secure full assortments. On September the first the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association withdrew prices on 234 second apri- 
cots, 2% water, 2% pie, 2% extra standard, and 2% staudard; 
also No. 3 raspberries, extra standard 2% and 2% water; No. 3 
extra standard strawberries, 234 water; all gallon pie cherries, 
peaches and apples, and 2% extra standard 2% Green Gage 
plums. . At the same time prices were advanced on standard 


2% apricots, extra gallon 234, gallon standard and gallon extra 
standard, and in extra standard 2% Bartlett pears. The pack 
of pears will fall considerably below requirements and some 
packers are now completely sold out. 


The packing of tomatoes has commenced in earnest, but 
the ripening weather on the Coast has not been favorable. Cold 
foggy weather is the rule at the present time, and tomatoes are 
ripening but slowly, and are not of the best quality. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit Canners’ Association has raised the prices on its 
1908 pack of tomatoes to 72%c. and $2.10. 

The Pomona Packing Co., G. H. Waters, manager, has 
put up a large pack of peaches and is now shipping out two cars 
each day. About 1,500,000 cans have been used to date, and 
the entire pack has already been disposed of. Considerable of 
the fruit has been shipped into Pomona county from the San 
Joaquin Valley. 

What was almost a fatal accident cccurred in the cannery 
of Hunt Bros. at Hayward recently. Frank Rogers, one uf the 
employes, was caught in the belting and before the machinery 
could be stopped was whirled around and around, and every 
stitch of clothing torn from his body. He was unconscious 
when rescued, but is expected to recover.

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Should The Weight Be Stated On The Label? 


A Philadelphia party, writing to the ‘‘Grocery World and 
General Merchant’’ does not beleive the weight of contents of 
can should be printed on the label and gives some reasons why. 
In late years some canners have departed from the old method 
of calling the cans No. 2 or No. 3 and have substituted 2 Ib. or 
3 lb., but we beleive the Pure Food Law has already made them 
realize their mistake. We give the letter below: 


I read with great interest your editorial comment last week on print- 
ing the weight on the label of package goods, but I scarcely agree with 
you that the plan is either necessary or practicable. The main obstacle 
seems to me to be that so many package goods necessairly vary in contents 
and weight. 

In saying this I have canned goods especially in mind. Canned goods 
are filled partly by machinery and partly by hand, and it is an absolute 
impossibility to get every can the same. Not long ago I was inspecting 
several samples of lima beans in cans, In the first can which I opened the 
beans did not come within one inch of the top. The can was slack filled 
and not a straight piece of goods, though I have no suspicion that the 
packer did it intentionally. It was simply one of those accidents that are 
liable to happen to anybody. Yet suppose a weight label had been on the 
can, The very next can I opened—the same brand—was perfectly filled 
and all right, so that is the way it goes. In filling the first can the beans 
had not settled down evenly in the can. The result was that the can ap- 
peared to be full, but the contents settled. 

Another illustratioh is peas. One year, on account of growing con- 
ditions, peas will take up more water than another year. How much they 
will take up cannot possibly be told in advance, for they do not start to 
take it up until after the can is sealed. The packer is therefore apt to add 
too much water or too little water, which may make his weights vary 
greatly. Not long ago I opened a can of peas which had absorbed so much 
water that the contents was practically mush. The can had been full in 
the beginning, but the peas had taken up more water than the packer had 
expected, and the result was that the can was now fullto bursting. If next 
year the packer assumes that his peas will take up as much, he may be 
mistaken and his cans will be slack filled. , 

Not long ago I opened a can of tomatoes that was barely half full. The 
packer was both honest and reputable. But suppose the can had carrieda 
weight label; somebody would have surely gotten into trouble. 


In North Dakota, where they have a weight label law, they have adop- 
ted a decidedly novel way of obeying the law, and at the same time practi- 
cally nullifying it. They print a minimum weight upon the label; that is, 
a weight far below what the can say contain. In this way the weight is 
sure never to be below what the label says it is. 


A Copy-Cat ? 


Do you wait till someone else draws their breath before 
you draw yours? Do you wait to see if someone else is going 
to wink, or kick, or stretch before you dare to do the same? 
Do you wait until your friends say ‘‘this is a fine day’’ before 
you express yourself in that way?

Did any one ever tell you that 
you should take any human being that the sun shines on as a 
standard for your work, or anything that you do? If it has 
been your custom, your habit, to copy what others do, quit it 
right now. Be yourself, and be your own self strong. You 
don’t need to hope that your efforts will ever rise above the 
level of the common unless you express your own individuality. 
You never can express yourself properly until you come out and 
act independently. Develop your own mind, your own soul, 
and your own body so that your own think, your own ambition 
and your own strength will do the work and give expression to 
you, give yourself a personality that shines out so that people 
can see what it is worth.—JouHN L. HUNTER, IN NOTIONS.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


It takes a Pennsylvanian to beat our Nature. The severe 
drought was hurting corn badly there; but now come reports 
that the fire burning in what is supposed to be a bed of peat, 
underlying the corn fields, has helped the corn along and pro- 
duced increased yields. Next! 


If some of the ‘blue’ tomato canners could see some of the 
fields of tomatoes we have seen, we believe their color would 
change. But it is just as true, we also know, that some of the 
fields, from which much was expected, will yield but very little; 
hence the ‘blues.’ 


The great question now is, not whether the vines will yield 
the tomatoes; but whether Frost will give them the opportunity. 
For there have been unmistakable evidences of his near ap- 
proach, and some few sections have already been visited by him. 
When the frost comes in at the door tomato yields go out at the 
window, to paraphrase a well known quotation. 


We are tempted to make a suggestion to the officers of the 
National Canners’ Association, presumptuous as it may seem, 
and one that will possibly not be relished by the canners in 
question. It is this: As the $25,000 has been subscribed for 
the advertising campaign, why not call for another contribution 
of about $10,000 with which to appoint competent inspectors 
and instructors, whose duty it will be to visit all canneries, and, 
where needed, instruct the managers how to properly conduct 
their plants. 


At first reading many canners will resent the apparent in- 
sinuation that they do not know how to conduct their business; 
others may think we are but jesting. In both cases the reader 


would be wrong. We will go so far as to say that all canners do 
know how to conduct their business—at least in their way—and 
we are most serious in our suggestion. The man who makes 
the greatest success in any business is the man who is wide. 
awake to every chance for improvement, and is ever ready to 
entertain new ideas that promise advancement. Such a man 
then would welcome an expert in his line, and be ready to listen 
to what he had to say in the hope of gaining some information 
by which he could advance his business. Broadly, thea, what 
would be the mission of such experts? 


In the first place the object of the Association in appointing 
such men would be to raise the whole standard of the business 
to a higher leavel; not in the quality of the goods alone, but in 
the methods employed in the production of the goods, in the 
conduct and maintenance of the factory, and in the selling of 
the finished product. It would have the effect in the eyes of all 
consumers, to the world in general, of a united industry employ- 
ing the best means at its disposal to produce its goods in the 
cleanest possible manner, and of the best possible quality; uot 
individual effort alone, but the concerted effort of many minds 
and thinking men—a condition that always compels admiration. 


These experts would go intoa factory, look over its methods 
of handling the goods, and from their experience be able to 
suggest changes of a greater or less degree that would result in 
an actual saving of money to the canner. They would point 
out to the owner of the ramshackle factory, with its clay floors, 
and general tumble-down appearance that such a place is not a 
proper one for the production of food for human beings; that if 
such unsightly conditions were presented to any jury in the 
land, that jury would comdemn the goods there produced and 
order them destroyed as unfit for human consumption. Now it 
is the business of the Association as representing all canners to 
prevent such a blot upon the fair name of the industry; for one 
such condemnation will cast a shadow upon the whole industry. 
It is to avoid such that these men would be appointed; avoid it 
by showing these men, who do not seem able to see or to realize 
their actual condition. 


These Association inspectors would point out to the opera- 
tors of the factory the actual saving in dollars they could make 
by having their factories well built, neatly whitewashed inside 
and out, the hands made to keep clean in their persons and 
dress, proper dressing rooms with all accommodations for this 
purpose, and the number of “‘little things’’ that go to make the 
appearance of the work above reproach. It can easily be demon- 
strated that in such a factory a higher class of help can be em- 
ployed, for they are glad to work under such nice conditions ; 
that with the employment of such help an immense saving in 
the cost of packing can be made, the loss from spoilage and re- 
jections minimized, and above all the confidence of the public 
compelled, and the danger of condemnation under any form of 
food law avoided. 


We will be questioned upon the assertion ‘‘an immense sav- 
ing in the cost of packing.’’ Let’ssee. We have been in to- 
mato canneries of the description above referred to, where this 
lowest class of foreign help is brought down en masse, under 
the direction of a ‘‘boss.’’ Do these men, women and children 
know anything of peeling tomatoes, of keeping themselves 
clean, or of the tables, floors or utensils in the factory? This 
is not asked, not looked into. The packer is paying possibly 
$9 per ton for his tomatoes, and this horde is put to work on 
them to peel them. This is about 25c. a bushel for the raw 
stock. When you ask the canner what yield he gets from the 
bushel, he will answer from 12 to 14 cans. Now figure it out: 


A bushel of tomatoes weighs about 50 lbs. or 800 ounces; take 
the average 13 No. 3 cans, which will weigh at 35 ounces each, 
455 ounces, leaving a net loss of 345 ounces in every bushel 
that is peeled away. And these figures are giving the canner 
the benefit of full cans, using juice and not water as a filler. 
A good many of you can show a heavier loss than this. 
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You will say the skins and cores are made into pulp and so 
saved. You are saving a lot of money on that, skin and core 
pulp selling, when it does, at lessthan $1.40 a barrel, or less 
than 5c. a bushel for the tomatoes ! 

Tomatoes must be peeled, yes, but if they are properly 
peeled instead of loosing 50 per cent. of them, you will not lose 
more than 25 per cent. at the outside, and it is possible to get 
the loss down to 20 per cent. or lower, and this you can afford 
to put into pulp. A woman who knows how to ring the core 
of the tomato, without bursting the seed cells, can do her work 
just as rapidly as the slovenly, careless, ignorant help above 
referred to, and she will turn out the tomato whole and sound ; 
saving not only in the tomato itself, but producing an article in 
the can that will bring from roc. to 15c.a dozen more in the 
market. It will take education to bring this, yes, but is it 
worth it? We know of some canners that have made the magic 
change, so we are not picturing you a beautiful dream that is 
impossible of attainment. It will be done, and the Association 
had better do it than to leave the work to the laws. What 
say you? 


The Fault is in the Packing. 


Possibly there are people who are afraid to use canned goods, but it is 
hard to find them. Possibly there are reasons for prejudice against canned 
goods, but they are wholly imaginary, and we believe that the only thing 
the canning industry has to contend with in the popular mind is the 
natural aversion of the consumer to eat inferior canned goods. Puta good 
article into a can and the people don’t have to be coaxed and reasoned with 
to make them buy it. Stuff poor goods into cans and they will discourage 
the consumer and make him prefer the fresh foods. That is all there is to 
most, if not all, of the ‘‘prejudice’’ against canned goods. The enormous 
consumption of canned products in all ranks of society is the best answer 
to the fears of some of the canners that canned goods are suspected by 
some of the people. If they are ever suspected it is not on account of a 
fear of their unwholesomeness, but on account of the inferiority of the 
contents of some of the cans. 


It is the sober truth that a great debt of gratitude is owing the canning 
trade by the public, because of the cheapness and excellence of the pro- 
ducts in cans, One of the greatest factors in creating a real equality of 
mankind and producing a condition favorable to the spread of a real 
democracy, is the common tin can. It brings tothe table of the mechanic, 
the clerk and the farmer the former luxuries of the rich and powerful, and 
it is a significant fact that one of the best markets for canned salmon, a 
royal dish if there ever was one, is found in the colliery districts of Great 
Britain, among the grimy miners, while negro plantation hands in the 
South provide another market for the lower grades of the same fish when 
canned. If there were no canneries the common people would have about 
as much chance of enjoying the real flavor of salmon as of wearing very 
expensive jewelry. 

Every little while some pure food authority kindly deigns to say a 
good word for canned goods. For these crumbs from official tables the 
canners are duly thankful, but no one could truthfully say otherwise. If 
any consumer wants safety in foods it will oftener be found in the can than 
elsewhere. If any consumer is looking for high quality the can will reveal 
it, if care is taken to look below the best labels. 

The fault of some canned goods, inferiority, is found in every branch 
of trade, and the canner is only partly to blame tor packing poor stuff, 
because there is a ceaseless demand for cheap goods. Dealers search for 
bargains, goods for price, and they find them. In canned goods, as in 
other things, quality costs money. On the other hand, the public puts the 
responsibility upon the dealer, and if he sells satisfactory canned goods, he 
gets his due rewards. The dealer who ties to price, regardless of quality, 
is also paid in proper coin. He can hold his public, as a rule, for but a 
short time, Confidence, that slow growth, is something he fails to win, 
and his public is apt to leave him as soon as it can afford better goods. 
Common canned goods may be a public need, but the wise man lets the 
other fellow pack them—lets the other fellow retail them.—MERCHANTS’ 
REVIEW.

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Improved Egg Preservation. 


Consul Joseph G. Stephens, of Plymouth, reports that a 
north of England firm of importers has adopted the following 
new method of preserving eggs, whereby it is claimed that eggs 
six months old are made to retain their new-laid freshness: 


Acting on the theory that an egg decomposes owing to the 
entrance of bacteria through the shell, the eggs by the new pro- 
cess of preservation are first disinfected and then immersed in a 
vessel of hot paraffin wax ina vacuum. ‘The air in the shell is 
extracted by the vacuum, and atmospheric pressure is then 
allowed to enter the vessel, when the hot wax is pressed into 
the pores of the shell, which thus hermetically seals it. Evapo- 
ration of the contents of the egg, which has a harmful effect, is 
thereby prevented, and the egg is practically sterile. The yolk 
of pickled eggs and others artifically preserved will frequently 
break on being poached, but the eggs preserved by this novel 
process are quite free from such fault. It is claimed for this 
process that the eggs will bring 38s. ($11.66) per 1,440 more 
than those preserved in lime water or by water glass, and 32s. 
($7.78) more than those kept in cold storage. Particulars of 
this new method might be obtained from a man whose address 
is forwarded [name filed at Bureau of Manufactures].

Opportunity to Enlarge Market for Preserved Fruits in 
Norway. 


Consul Felix S. S. Johnson reports from Bergen as follows 
on the Norwegian market for preserved fruit : 


American canned and preserved fruits, which for the past 
years have been in great demand at Bergen and other places in 
Norway, should sell in larger*quantities in consequence of a re- 
duction in the present tariff from 75 ore ($0.20) to 4o ore ($0.10) 
per kilo which went into effect July, 1908. Not only has there 
been a reduction in the customs tariff, but cheaper freight rates 
can now be had for preserved fruits coming from California and 
shipped by the way of the Tehuantepec route to Europe. 


The present way of selling these goods to Norwegian mer- 
chants is costly. The fruits are sold to English houses at I,on- 
don, which in turn sell to Norwegian wholesale houses, and by 
the time the retail merchant receives them they are priced be- 
yond the reach of the poorer class of workmen. American ex- 
porters should send quotations and shipments direct to certain 
firms who carry large stocks of preserved and canned goods.

Shipment of Lobsters From Yarmouth. 


Consul Alfred J. Fleming reports from Yarmouth that the 
shipment of live lobsters from Nova Scotia through that port to 
the United States during the season ended June 15, was 32,220 
crates, which brought an average price of $10. The shipments 
in the 1908 season amounted to 21,941 crates. Thousands of 
crates were also shipped to interior Canadian ports. The lob- 
sters are taken from all along the coast from Halifax to Digby, 
the shipping port being Yarmouth.

Its vari- 
ations are as numerous as the colors in a patch-work quilt. 
Every man is not competent to handle the sales end of your 
business, just as we are all not capable of being lawyers or 
doctors, we haven’t the training. But ‘‘ADVFRTISING,’’ care of 
THE TRADE, has learned something of ‘‘letting the world know 


you have it,’’ likewise of the canned goods business. If yours 
is a reliable house, don’t you think you had better write him 
now while you have it in mind. He’s open for an engagement, 
but may not be for long.
